Recognizing Heat 
Exhaustion 


Summer’s heat, physical 
excretion and inadequate | 
hydration can sometimes 
lead to heat exhaustion. 
Symptoms can range 
from mild heat cramps to 
potentially life threaten- 
ing heat stroke. Signs 
may include feeling faint, 
heavy sweating, nausea, 
rapid but weak heart beat, 
low blood pressure, cool 
moist skin and low grade 
fever. If you suspect 
someone has heat 
exhaustion, get them into 
a cool place, lay them 
down with their legs ele- 
vated slightly, give they 
cool water to drink or an 
electrolyte sports drink.

- Proof in Point. The next time you are at the 
range or playing with your buddies notice the 
beautiful practice swings. Gee that looks 
smooth. Then all of a sudden when they go to 
hit the ball, things look a little different. That 
little white ball gets in their head and they 

: forget their responsibility. 

It sounds so simple to say, “I’m just going 
to swing”, but oh so difficult to do. While 
practicing, make as many swings as you can 
without actually hitting anything. It is very 
important to swing as fast as you would 
during a real shot to create a dress rehearsal 
_ for the actual shot. Listen to the whoosh of — 

the club and swing all the way into your 
finish. Again, make it real. When you are 
ready, create that same swing with a ball in 
the way. Don’t worry about the hit, it isn’t 
your responsibility. That is something that 
just happens in the middle of your swing.

Small- 
mouth bass are showing 
up in good numbers and 
are being caught by boat 
and pier anglers. 

Charlevoix - Chi- 
nook and lake trout have 
been hitting off the ce- 
ment plant. Start trolling 
shallow then go deep. 
Anglers are using a va- 
riety of baits and colors. 

Walloon Lake - Bass 
fishing is the most popu- 
lar activity out on the 
lake, but the catch rate 
has gone down a bit. 
Anglers are trolling or 
casting in the shallow 
areas or along the drop 
offs. Bluegill fishing 
was fair in shallow wa- 
ters. 

Thumb Lake (Lake 
Louise) - Angler activ- 
ity has been light with 
only a few targeting 
bass while casting tube 
baits in the shallows or 
using crawlers in 10 to. 
15 feet of water. Try the 
shoreline near the camp, 
the shallow flats in the 
East Basin, or the shal- 
low waters on the north 
end of the West. Basin. 
Bluegill fishing has 
been fair in waters up to 
10 feet deep. Shore an- 
glers have caught perch 
and rock bass. 

‘ Travé¥se’’ City’ '- 
While lake’ trout fishitig 
has been good in the 
East Bay, the small- 
mouth bass fishing has 
been even better with 
limit ‘catches reported.
